
Plan for £165k signs 
at libraries criticised 


PLANS to spend more 
than £160,000 on "flash¬ 
ing signs" to tell people 
what is happening in 
libraries across North¬ 
amptonshire have been 
criticised by the leader of 
the opposition at County 
Hall. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council has revealed plans to 
spend the six-figure sum on 
signs at the county’s 35 librar¬ 
ies. 

The council said they will be 
used to “keep readers informed 
of what is going on at the li¬ 
braries”. 

But the leader of the opposi¬ 
tion, Liberal Democrat group 
on the county council, Council¬ 
lor Brendan Glynane (Lib Dem, 
Delapre ), said the money should 
have been spent on new library 
books or wages for staff. 

He said: “I think in this time 
of austerity, this is a real waste 
of money. 

“The hardest thing to do is 
get people into libraries. Once 
people use them, they use them 
all the time and most people 
know what’s going on. 

“So I think the county coun¬ 
cil is wrong to spend this mon¬ 
ey on flashing signs, it’s all a 
facade. 

“This £165,000 would be much 
better off re-invested in the ac¬ 
tual libraries themselves. It 


could be spent on staff or new 
books.” 

The £165,000 cost of the sig¬ 
nage contract will include the 
installation of the devices and 
their maintenance over five 
years. 

A spokesman for the council 
said the move would make the 
county’s libraries “fit for the 
future”. She said: “We are look¬ 
ing for a company to supply, 
install and maintain electronic 
signs in 35 libraries for the next 
five years. 

“This is part of our work to 
make libraries fit for the fu¬ 
ture and will be used to keep 
library visitors informed with 
what’s happening at their local 
library and the wide range of 
services available, whether it’s 
a job club, free internet access 
on a Friday or a Rhymetime 
session, for example. 

“We want to encourage more 
people to make use of the serv¬ 
ices on offer, so that libraries 
can continue to thrive in the 
future.” 

It is estimated that work 
to install the electronic signs 
across the county’s libraries 
will begin in August this year. 
The contract to maintain them 
will run until August 2017. 

Companies have been given 
until May 17 to apply to the 
council for the contract. 

It is hoped once the signs are 
installed, they may be able to 
be updated over the internet.

MORE than 1,300 street 
lights in Northamptonshire 
have been turned back on 
since half of the county's 
street lights were switched 
off last year, costing the lo¬ 
cal authority thousands of 
pounds. 

Figures from a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request showed that a total 
of 1,332 lights have been turned 
back on following 3,357 requests 
from members of the public. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council claimed it cost between 
£65 and £125 to run and maintain 
a single streetlight for 12 months, 
meaning the minimum cost of 
turning the lights back on in the 
next year will be £86,000. 

That figure could be higher de¬ 
pending on the size of the street 
lights that have been switched 
back on. 

Iftikhar Choudry (Lab, Abing¬ 
ton) said: “The conversations I 
have had with community mem¬ 
bers suggest that burglaries have 
increased since the lights were 
switched off. 

“We might be saving on electric¬ 
ity but we are spending on polic¬ 
ing.” 

More than 33,000 street lights 
were turned off across the county 


in a long-running project which 
started in May last year, following 
an eight- week consultation period 
in a bid to save £2 million from the 
council’s budget. 

Northampton has seen the most 
lights being turned back on with 
552, followed by Corby with 163 
and Kettering 155. The lowest in 
the region was Daventry which 
has had 111 lights relit. 

A publicly available council 
document outlining frequently 
asked questions stated the council 
would undertake a street lighting 
review when requests for lights to 
be turned on were received. 

It stated: “The council has re¬ 
ceived many requests for street 
lighting to be switched back on 
from individual members of the 
public for a variety of reasons. 

“Unfortunately, the new lighting 
standard has to be applied fairly 
and consistently and it is there¬ 
fore not possible to switch back on 
street lights to address individual 
concerns.” 

For a light to be turned back on, 
the council said it would have to 
affect enough people in the com¬ 
munity, be in an area where there 
was a “proven physical danger to 
one or more persons” or where 
there was a “proven presence of 
serious crime.”

The course, run by North¬ 
ampton Borough Council and 
Northamptonshire Police, has 
seen the children get involved 
in activities to think about anti¬ 
social behaviour, fly-tipping, 
health and personal safety. 

The children will graduate 
at a civic ceremony in front of 
families at the Guildhall tomor¬ 
row.

726 knives are taken 
into our law courts 


NORTHAMPTONSHIRE has been exposed as 
the worst county in the east of England for 
knives being taken into law courts. 

Figures revealed following a Freedom of 
Information request, showed 726 knives have 
been taken into courts in the county in the 
last three years. The Government said this 
was the highest number of any county in the 
region, in the figures released this week. 

But Northamptonshire Police said the pub¬ 
lic should not be concerned, as the county 
had low levels of knife crime. 

In Northamptonshire, 19 of the knives 
seized had blades of more than three inches. 


All but one of the larger blades were seized 
by security staff at Northampton Combined 
Court. 

An HM Courts & Tribunals Service spokes¬ 
person said: “We take the issue of security 
within courts extremely seriously and have 
a rigorous system in place - including man¬ 
datory bag searches, metal detectors and sur¬ 
veillance cameras.” 

A Northamptonshire Police spokesman 
said: “Tactics such as using knife arches, as 
part of our major operations, demonstrate 
that we do not rest on our laurels as far as 
knife crime is concerned.” 


University may 
move nearer 

the town centre 



THE UNIVERSITY of 
Northampton has con¬ 
firmed it is considering 
plans to move to a new 
site in the town, ending 
months of speculation 
about a possible shift to 
the town centre. 

In a statement issued to staff, 
the university’s vice chancel¬ 
lor, Nick Petford, confirmed 
the university was in the early 
stages of plans to move away 
from the current Park and Av¬ 
enue campuses to one new loca¬ 
tion. 

He said: “We are currently 
reviewing the possibility of a future reloca¬ 
tion of the university’s two Northampton 
campuses to a new site as part of our on-going 
estates masterplan. 

“At this early stage, our investigations are 
purely exploratory and any proposed out¬ 
comes must be approved by our governing 
council.” 

The announcement came after the universi¬ 
ty was granted planning permission to build 
464 new student flats in the town centre and 
followed speculation the establishment may 
be planning a move to the site of the town’s 
former power station, off Bedford Road, close 
to Becket’s Park. 

The university has not yet confirmed the ex¬ 
act site it is looking at for a new joint campus, 


but the leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, Councillor 
David Mackintosh (Con, Recto¬ 
ry Farm) welcomed any move 
which would be closer to the 
town centre. 

He said: “Any move closer to 
the heart of the town is great 
for Northampton. Planning 
permission was granted for 
the new student accommoda¬ 
tion only a few weeks ago and 
talks have been going on with 
the university for a number of 
months. 

“Northampton is now truly 
a university town, so this news 
can only be seen as a good 

thing.” 

The university’s modern history stretches 
back to 1924 when Northampton Technical 
College opened in St George’s Avenue. Marga¬ 
ret Thatcher then opened the College of Edu¬ 
cation at the Park Campus in 1972. 

In 1999, Nene College, as it was then known, 
became University College Northampton and 
in 2005, the college was awarded full univer¬ 
sity status. 

When the university was given planning 
permission to build 464 student flats on the 
St John’s car park site earlier this month, the 
university said the move would bring £2.9 mil¬ 
lion into the town’s economy each year. 

The flats will be based just a short walk 
from the former power station site.

Logos ban 
'won't end 
smoking' 


MASKING the brand logos 
on packets of cigarettes 
"would not make the slight¬ 
est difference" to rates of 
smoking, a manager at a 
Northampton addiction 
charity says. 

Terry Bogg, of CAN (Council 
for Addiction), based in Denmark 
Road, which helps people hooked 
on alcohol and drugs or at risk of 
homelessness, said he did not be¬ 
lieve the Government proposal to 
tackle smoking-related diseases 
and deaths would have the positive 
impact it hoped for. 

He said: “My personal opinion 
is that I don’t think it will make 
the slightest bit of difference to 
people. 

“I have a 15-year-old son who 
has tried it, and I asked him if he 
took any notice of the packet and 
he said ‘not at all’. 

“But when I asked him how 
much time he had at school learn¬ 
ing about the dangers of addic¬ 
tion to cigarettes, he said he’d had 
about 30 minutes. 

“What you really need is better 
education when they are about 12 
years old, not ineffective measures 
like this. 

“I freely admit I’m not an ex¬ 
pert in branding but I do deal 
with many people who have addic¬ 
tions.” 

Health experts said pack de¬ 


signs distracted attention from 
health warnings. Banning it, they 
said, would help protect young 
people from identifying with spe¬ 
cific brands. 

Health Secretary Andrew Lans- 
ley yesterday said he had an open 
mind about the proposals. 

He said: “We are going to consult 
on whether we think it will work. 

“Would plain packaging of the 
type you are demonstrating... of¬ 
fer a significant additional health 
benefit? At the moment, actually 
our minds are open on this sub¬ 
ject, mine too.” 

Health campaigners have wel¬ 
comed the proposal, but opponents 
claimed it would lead to increased 
smuggling and jobs losses. 

An opinion poll published at the 
weekend found strong public sup¬ 
port for the sale of plain packaged 
cigarettes in England, with only 11 
per cent opposed to the move. 

But another survey, conducted 
on behalf of tobacco company 
Philip Morris International, sug¬ 
gested almost half believed a ban 
on branded packs would increase 
the black market for cigarettes 
as packaging would be easier to 
fake. 

A spokesman for the company 
said: “It would boost the already 
sizeable black market for coun¬ 
terfeit and smuggled cigarettes, 
a market that is unregulated, un¬ 
taxed and run by criminals.”*

Police to track 
web perverts 

POLICE in Northamptonshire have pledged that 
paedophiles who groom children online will be 
tracked down and arrested. 

The warning followed the force’s Operation 
Gizmo, which involved tracking online paedo¬ 
philes who stalked social networking sites. 

The operation has been the largest investiga¬ 
tion into distribution of abusive images in the 
county and led to nine arrests. 

Police warned that children can be preyed on 
by the use of web cameras, Facebook and other 
social networking sites, where they can be be¬ 
friended. 

In March, Liam Shields, aged 29, was sent to 
jail for seven years after he pleaded guilty to cre¬ 
ating profiles of an 11 to 13-year-old girl and her 
older brother on Facebook and MSN. 

He then persuaded children as young as nine 
to expose themselves to him over the internet. 
He was also placed on the sex offender’s register 
for life.

A PLAN for more than 
200 new houses off one 
of Northampton's busi¬ 
est roads could lead to 
danger for motorists and 
school children, a councillor 
has warned. 

The estate, proposed for open 
land off Towcester Road, in Del¬ 
apre, has now been approved by 
planners after stalling for five 
years. 

But ward councillor Brendan 
Glynane {Lib Dem, Delapre & 
Briar Hill), said the fact a new 
roundabout would be the only way 
in or out of the estate by car was a 
significant safety issue. 

He said the small road could see 
an increase of some 1,600 journeys 
a day if the houses were built. 

He said: “The roundabout 
that joins Lancaster Way to 
Towcester Road is already 
hugely busy. And 1,600 more 
journeys is going to slow every¬ 
thing down a lot more and really 
make things terrible. 

“Lancaster Way is a steep slope 
that’s never gritted by the council. 
It’s unsafe in icy conditions as it 
is, without more cars. 

“I really would be concerned 
for the school children who walk 
that way to school because it in¬ 


creases the danger for them. I 
think that’s a really difficult site to 
develop.” 

The plan has been in the hands 
of the West Northamptonshire De¬ 
velopment Corporation (WNDC) 
but the Government quango ap¬ 
proved the application late last 
month, shortly before it handed 
some of its powers back to North¬ 
ampton Borough Council. 

The land is owned by several 
parties and backs on to a handful 
of residential roads. 

Residents have been fighting 
the planned 206 houses and flats 
since 2007, when Bovis Homes first 
drafted the proposals. 

Jamie Seamark, of Hexham 
Court, said: “There’s lots of rea¬ 
sons why it shouldn’t be approved, 
but the roundabout is a terrible 
idea. 

“It will destroy the estate’s only 
bit of green space for a start. 

“The justification for it doesn’t 
make sense. 

“We had meetings with the high¬ 
ways authority in the past and 
they said it was to reduce speed. 

“But guidelines for traffic calm¬ 
ing say a roundabout should 
never be used for that purpose. It 
shouldn’t go ahead.” 

Bovis Homes declined to com¬ 
ment.

Detailed bus 
station plans 
are unveiled 


A FULL display of plans for North¬ 
ampton's controversial new bus 
station was due to go on show at 
the Guildhall tomorrow. 

A mini display of early plans for the 
new station, which will be built on the 
site of the current Fishmarket, was put 
on show at the Greyfriars bus station in 
January 

But this week, full plans for the de¬ 
velopment were formally submitted to 
Northampton Borough Council’s plan¬ 
ning department. 

During a public meeting to discuss the 
future of the town at the Guildhall last 
night, the leader of the borough council, 
Councillor David Mackintosh (Con, Rec¬ 
tory Farm) confirmed the plans would 
be put on display at the Guildhall’s One 
Stop Shop from Friday 

He said: “There will be a presentation 
at the Guildhall specifically looking at 
the bus station planning application. 

“A lot of people have already had their 
say on the new plans and now the full 
planning application has been submit¬ 
ted, people will be able to see how those 
views have been reflected in the design 


of the new building.” 

Discussing how the bus station would 
look, he dismissed some people’s fears 
that it would be cold and draughty, in 
comparison to the large Greyfriars build¬ 
ing. 

He said: “The building will be a warm 
and safe place for people to wait and 
catch their buses. 

“I know there has been lots of talk 
against the plans in the Chronicle’s let¬ 
ters page, but a lot of people have also 
stopped me in the street and said they’re 
very pleased with the proposals and 
asked why anyone would want to stay in 
a disgusting building like Greyfriars.” 

It is planned that the new bus station 
will replace the 36-year-old Greyfriars 
building, which will be demolished to 
make way for an extended Grosvenor 
Centre. 

Discussing the plans for the wider 
town centre, Councillor Mackintosh 
said: “These aren’t plans that are just 
talked about or dreamed about, they’re 
happening now.” 

Plans for the new bus station will go 
on show at the Guildhall on Friday and 
remain in place for a week.

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Priest’s widow dies 


A MEMORIAL service for the well- 
known wife of the former Archdea¬ 
con of Northampton, Venerable Ba¬ 
zil Marsh, was due to take place this 
week. 

Audrey Marsh, who was a popular 
figure in the town, died aged 86 on 
March 24. 

She was married to Bazil Marsh, who 
served as Archdeacon of Northampton 
for 27 years until 1991.

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600 false fire alarms this year 


FIREFIGHTERS have already 
been called out to almost 600 
false alarms in Northampton¬ 
shire this year. 

In the first 100 days of 2012, North¬ 
amptonshire Fire and Rescue serv¬ 
ices sent engines out to false alarms 
on 558 occasions, an average of more 
than five times every day 

A major problem identified by the 
fire service was faulty alarm systems 
at commercial buildings. 

Many of these automatically send 
an emergency signal to the fire serv¬ 
ice, regardless of whether there is 
an actual fire or not. 


But Baz Fox, community protec¬ 
tion manager for the fire service, has 
been helping tackle the number of 
false alarms attended. 

He said: “Sending fire engines to 
so many false alarms is wasting our 
time and it means we’re not avail¬ 
able for real emergencies. 

“There is also a burden on compa¬ 
nies evacuating premises and wait¬ 
ing for the fire service to turn up, 
because during that time they are 
losing money. 

“We used to send two appliances 
to each automatic fire alarm and on 
95 per cent of those occasions they 


were false alarms. We had a look at 
that and in January 2010 we brought 
in our call challenge policy.” 

Before the new policy, if a fire 
alarm was set off in a building such 
as an office block, school or factory, 
a signal would automatically be 
passed to a receiving centre. 

The signal would then be passed 
to the fire control centre in Moulton 
and engines would be sent out with¬ 
out confirming whether the fire even 
existed. 

Mr Fox said: “Call challenge re¬ 
quires the receiving centre to fil¬ 
ter the calls, meaning they should 


contact the premises to ascertain 
whether it’s a real or false alarm 
before they pass it on to us. The call 
challenge policy has made a massive 
difference. 

“On top of that we are encourag¬ 
ing premises which have recorded a 
high number of false alarms in the 
past to go offline during working 
hours. This means that, when they 
have enough trained staff in the 
building to recognise a real or false 
alarm, the alarm will still sound but 
the system will not pass a signal to 
the fire service. 

“During the daytime is when peo¬ 


ple are doing things like cooking that 
can cause a false alarm. 

“One place where this has worked 
particularly well is the University of 
Northampton. 

“There are more than 2,000 smoke 
detectors on the campus so they 
would get large numbers of false 
alarms. They have been offline since 
September and have had a 30 per 
cent reduction in false alarms. 

“In 2007, once in three of our call¬ 
outs was a false alarm, but we have 
pretty much halved that. 

“There is still lots of work to be 
done.”

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Event goes ahead 
despite drought 


THE Northampton Boating 
Gathering will still go ahead 
despite a drop in numbers fol¬ 
lowing the recent drought re¬ 
strictions on the waterways. 

From Friday the entire 
Northampton Arm of the 
Grand Union Canal was 
closed by British Waterways 
in the wake of the continuing 
drought and hosepipe ban, 
as the section does not have a 
back pump system. 

The authority in charge of

But Bernard Morton, the 
chairman of the Northamp¬ 
tonshire branch of IWA, said 
the closures and restrictions 
had already deterred people. 
He said: We will still hold the 
event but we may have to scale 
it down.” 

The event is on May 4-7 at 
the new Northampton Marina 
in Becket’s Park.

Plans 'no 
threat to 
centre' 


MP for Northampton 
South Brian Binley has 
warned Legal & Gener¬ 
al bosses they will be¬ 
come a "laughing stock' 
after the firm claimed 
a retail development 
in Rushden could jeop¬ 
ardise the Grosvenor 
Centre development. 

His warning came after 
Legal & General claimed a re¬ 
tail development in Rushden 

- more than 15 miles away 

- would “seriously compro¬ 
mise” the redevelopment of 
Northampton town centre’s 
biggest shopping centre. 

The firm said plans to build 
20 shops, a garden centre and 
a drive-through restaurant 
off the A45 in Rushden could 
“jeopardise” the Northamp¬ 
ton scheme. 

However, Mr Binley, MP for 
Northampton South, warned: 
“If they are not careful they 
will turn themselves into a 
laughing stock. 

“Anyone who knows the lo¬ 
cal situation knows there is 
no way a development in 
Rushden would impact to 
any sizable degree on an al¬ 
ready existing retail centre 
in Northampton. Legal & 
General has a massive oppor¬ 
tunity in Northampton, with 
400 businesses being attract¬ 
ed here as part of the Enter¬ 
prise Zone and all 
the developments 
in Northampton. 

“I would remind 
Legal & General 
that when they took 
a stake in the town 
they also accepted 
responsibility for 
being stakehold¬ 
ers.” 

Leader of North¬ 
ampton Borough 
Council, David 
Macintosh (Con, 

Rectory Farm), 


stressed plans for more shops 
in Rushden would not have 
an impact on the future de¬ 
velopment of the Grosvenor 
Centre. 

He said he had already re¬ 
assured bosses from insur¬ 
ance firm Legal & General 
that the Rushden develop¬ 
ment, if built, would not 
impinge on their plans for 
Northampton. 

He said: “I don’t think this 
is something that will derail 
the redevelopment. 

“Other factors around will 
undoubtedly have an impact, 
but I think anyone who lives 
in Northampton knows a de¬ 
velopment in Rushden will 
not have an impact on where 
they go shopping.” 

Jon McCarthy, director for 
LXB Development, the firm 
behind The Lakes develop¬ 
ment planned for Rushden, 
also stressed the proposal 
would not rival the Grosven¬ 
or Centre. 

He added: “Northampton’s 
immediate catchment does 
not include Rushden. 

“The spending that The 
Lakes will claw back to Rush¬ 
den from places like North¬ 
ampton or Milton Keynes is 
important for the sustain¬ 
ability of Rushden, but it is 
not significant in terms of 
Northampton town centre’s 
prospects for growth.”

TWO best friends of mur¬ 
dered James Kouzaris and 
James Cooper have spoken 
about the moment they 
stared cold-hearted killer 
Shawn Tyson in the eyes 
and told him how he had 
wrecked so many lives. 

Mr Kouzaris, aged 24, and 
Mr Cooper, aged 25, were 
shot dead in the early hours 
of April 16, last year, while 
they were on holiday in Florida. 

Speaking on the first anniver¬ 
sary of the death of their two 
friends, Joe Hallett and Paul Dav¬ 
ies, the two chief executives of 
Always A Chance, told of their 
on-going heartbreak of their two 
friends’ violent deaths. 

Twelve months on, they are 
now determined to create a leg¬ 
acy for the popular pair through 
the charity, which was set-up in 
their memory 


Joe, aged 25, was in Australia 
when he heard the devastating 
news from Sarasota. He got on 
flight home the next day and de¬ 
scribed the following 12 months 
of his life as “hell”. 

He said: “It has been the worst 
year of my life. It has been awful, 
it is something nobody should 
have to go through.” 

Paul, aged 26, meanwhile, had 
returned from travelling the 
world with James Kouzaris and 
was planning to move to London 
with James Cooper when they 
were so cruelly killed. 

Joe and Paul, both from North¬ 
ampton, travelled to Florida last 
month to witness the conviction 
of Tyson, the brutal killer who 
senselessly shot the pair dead. 

During the trial they heard 
harrowing evidence of the fate¬ 
ful night and were shown pho¬ 
tographs of their friends’ dead 
bodies, strewn with bullets. They 
then had the chance to 
look Tyson in the eye and 
tell him about the awful 
consequences of his ac¬ 
tions. 

Paul said: “I think we 
felt it was really important 
to have someone represent 
them out there. 

“After speaking to the 
families we didn’t feel 
like it was great idea for 
them to go out there and 
sit through it all and to see 
and hear all the details, so 
Joe and I said let’s go. 

“It was strange, we 
were kind of caught in 
two minds as to whether 
we should go to the places 
they went to or whether 
we should avoid them. 
On one night we went to 
the same bars they went 
to and we retraced their 
footsteps along the main 
streets which actually felt 
quite therapeutic. 

“We actually felt quite 
close to them, it felt like 
we were actually on the 
same night out just a year 
later.” 


The pair both said seeing 
graphic police photographs of 
the bodies of Mr Kouzaris and Mr 
Cooper, known to their friends as 
‘Jam’ and ‘Cooper’, was “really 
difficult”. 

Paul added: “We were quite 
numb to it in the end. It didn’t re¬ 
ally feel like it was them.” 

They then had a unique oppor¬ 
tunity to talk to Tyson before he 
was taken to the cells. 

“It was surreal”, Paul added. 
“We weren’t nervous, we just felt 
like it was something we needed 
to do. We want to say the things 
Cooper and Jam never got to say 

“We felt quite strangely calm 
doing it. It felt like an oppor¬ 
tunity I was surprised he kept 
looking us in the eye - whether 
that was an act of defiance of re¬ 
morse I don’t know, but it wasn’t 
something we were expecting.” 

Joe said: “We always knew we 
were going to go out there, we 
just wanted to represent the boys 
out there. 

“As for Shawn Tyson, what 
can you say? He has killed two of 
our close friends and it is just a 
mixture of negative emotions to¬ 
wards him. 

“It was the only chance we will 
ever have to speak directly to 
him and we just wanted to make 
sure nothing was left unsaid and 
make sure he realised the pain he 
has caused to so many people on 
a daily basis.” 

The pair say, like so many 
friends of Jam and Cooper, that 
they still struggle to come to 
terms with the awful night in 
Sarasota last year and readily 
admit they and the families will 
never get over the deaths of the 
two men. 

Paul added: “You have this 
cloud over you that is never go¬ 
ing to go away This year is just 
the first year and we will have 
to deal with it every year from 
now. But I am proud the friends 
and families of Jam and Cooper 
because I think they have reacted 
in the best way possible.”

How the charity grew 
to become a vocation 


THE people behind the 
charity Always A Chance 
have vowed to create “a 
legacy” for Janies Kouzaris 
and Janies Cooper having 
laid an “amazing platform” 
in the first 12 months since 
their deaths. 

The charity, which aims 
to help young people who 
fall victim to violent crime, 
was set up in the weeks and 
months after the murders 
in Sarasota, last April. 

Mr Kouzaris’ parents and 
sister, Hazel, Pete and Emi¬ 
ly, as well as Mr Cooper’s 
parents, Stan and Sandy, 
are trustees, while much 
of the day-to-day running 
is carried out by friends of 
the murdered pair. 


The charity has already 
raised around £150,000 over 
the last year, with friends 
across the country organis¬ 
ing fund-raising events to 
raise cash. 

Paul Davies, chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “Now it is about 
making it sustainable and 
making it grow. 

“We have an amazing 
platform to push on in the 
next year and make it a suc¬ 
cess. 

“It feels like it is our vo¬ 
cation in life now, and it ex¬ 
cites me that we can create 
a legacy for them both.” 

Asked if he was proud 
of the charity, Joe Hallett, 
also chief executive, said: 
“I am more proud to have 


been friends with both of 
the boys. 

“But there are so many 
other people behind the 
scenes that never get a 
mention and really do drive 
it. 

“Over the last year it has 
grown from a small con¬ 
cept into a fully established 
charity that will raise a lot 
of money. 

“It can only expand and 
we have the commitment to 
make sure we have a really 
good next year.” 

Asked what the high and 
lows of the last 12 months 
have been, Joe added: “The 
lows are just constant. 

“The pain is constant. 
Grief doesn’t have a time 


line. 

“You have days when you 
wake up and you can’t func¬ 
tion properly and then you 
have days when you wake 
up and it is fine. 

“The lows are constant 
and it does take you by sur¬ 
prise. 

“As for the highs, the 
launch night in October 
was fantastic. 

“It reassures your faith in 
humanity, because for every 
person out there who can 
do something like Shawn 
Tyson did, there are thou¬ 
sands of others who can do 
something positive.”

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Detectives back from 
'positive' China trip 


DETECTIVES hunting 
suspected killer Anx- 
iang Du have returned 
from a "positive" trip to 
China, having met au¬ 
thorities in the Far East 
for the first time since 
the brutal murders of 
the Ding family almost 
a year ago. 

Three detectives from the 
East Midlands’ murder squad 
flew to China last month 
where they spent a week talk¬ 
ing to authorities in Beijing 
and meeting relatives of the 
Dings in eastern province of 
the country. 

The visit was the first time 
officers from Northampton¬ 


shire had travelled to China 
since Jifeng “Jeff” Ding, 
Helen Chui and their daugh¬ 
ters Xing and Alice were 
stabbed to death almost 12 
months ago. 

They returned to North¬ 
ampton last Wednesday, how¬ 
ever, officers have not said 
whether they generated any 
new leads in the inquiry, 
which has been beset by bad 
luck and blunders. 

While they were there, of¬ 
ficers also attempted to track 
down former associates of 
Du, who remains the only 
suspect for the murders, as 
they now try to identify peo¬ 
ple who may have assisted 
him in making an escape 
from the murder scene in Pio¬ 


neer Close, Simpson Manor, 
Wootton. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Tom Davies, who is now lead¬ 
ing the investigation, said: 
“During our visit we were 
supported by the Chinese 
Ministry of Public Security, 
having first briefed them in 
the city of Beijing. 

“This ensured that the Chi¬ 
nese law enforcement were 
fully aware of the investiga¬ 
tion, its aims and the purpose 
of the visit to China. 

“With their support we 
went on to speak to a number 
of individuals in different 
regions of China before meet¬ 
ing the family of the victims 
in the city of Hangzhou. 

“This meeting also provid¬ 


ed us with the opportunity to 
pass on our deepest sympa¬ 
thies for their loss, in person. 

“The result of the trip to 
China was very positive and 
it allowed us to ensure that 
the Chinese Law enforcement 
agencies are fully aware and 
pro-active in assisting us in 
the search for Anxiang Du. 

“We will maintain ongo¬ 
ing liaison with Chinese law 
enforcement as the investiga¬ 
tion continues. 

“We still have a number 
of positive inquiries that we 
are following, but strongly 
believe that there are people 
out there with information 
on the whereabouts of Mr Du 
and we need those people to 
come forward.”

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D-day veteran 
Stan dies at 
age of 86 



A NORMANDY veteran who helped 
to capture the first bridge in the D- 
Day landings died this week at the 
age of 86. 

Stan Monk (above), who lived in 
Hardingstone, made trips to occu¬ 
pied France three times in 1944 and 
1945, including on June 4, 1944. 

Mr Monk, who served with the 
Queens Own Cameron Highland¬ 
ers and Special Operations Execu¬ 
tive, was dropped in Normandy to 
help mark the landing point for the 
glider-borne troops that went on to 
capture Pegasus Bridge, the first 
bridge to fall. 

His son, David, said his father, 
who was 19 at the time, parachuted 
in behind enemy lines to distract 
enemy forces. He said: “They had 
some pretty horrendous experienc¬ 
es because they were dropping into 
occupied areas. I think it was pretty 
tough. Most of what my dad talked 
about was how awful it was.” 

Mr Monk became well-known in 
Northampton, where he lived all 
his life and was actively involved in 
theatre, history and charity work. 

He worked as sales and marketing 
manager for Mixconcrete and then 
Wilcon Homes before retiring in 
1991, when he became chairman of 
the Wilcon Foundation, which sup¬ 
ports under-privileged children. 

He died in Northampton General 
Hospital last week following a short 
illness. He is survived by wife, Isa, 
three children and seven grandchil¬ 
dren.

lT’S all the fuss about? If 
you read the car mags you’ll 
have discovered they’ve fallen 
for Volkswagen’s new baby in a big way 
but why? 

On paper, or more likely these days, 
from a Google search, you’ll discover 
little that makes the up! stand out from 
a clutch of similarly sized competitors. 

Yes, it looks neat in a modern, indus¬ 
trial design sort of way and the bald 
facts like performance and economy 
are highly competitive, but does the 
newcomer really show us where we’re 
heading with our car buying habits? 

But enough question marks. 

After a drive in the most economi¬ 
cal up! (sorry about the daft name, 
but that’s how VW does it) it took no 
time at all to decide here was a car I 
could happily live with as an everyday 
companion. 

And the secret of its charm comes 
down to detail. You can feel the best 
brains in the VW group (and they are 
many and various) laboured long into 
the night to get it right. 

No wonder, really as the forecasters 
within the organisation (heading to 
become world number one car maker 
before long) knows millions of drivers 
will soon be thinking smaller, driven by 
the desire to save money 

So, the planners decided, what VW 
needed was a little car that still felt and 
drove like a proper Volkswagen, using 
clever thinking instead of obvious cost 
cutting to keep the prices down. 

The result is a car that costs from 
£7,995 yet will seat four adults, has a 
half decent boot and scores a maxi¬ 
mum five in the Euro crash test. Add 
the bits that we Brits like in our 
cars (however small and cheap) and 
you move from the Take up! to the 
£8,970 Move up! with air con, electric 


windows and central locking, while for 
£360 more you can have the ultra-frugal 
BlueMotion Technology model on test 
that laughs at the London Congestion 
Charge. 

Almost as impressive as the way VW 
has made this small car feel big is the 
modest prices attached to some tempt¬ 
ing extras (Audi look on and weep), 
with a detachable touch screen sat nav 
with European mapping, Bluetooth 
and voice activation for £275 and 
brakes that stop the car at low speed 
if it detects an imminent collision, for 
£225. 

VW thinks the non-Blue version of 
the test car will be its biggest seller 
(you lose the London charge exemption 
and use a little more fuel) but the eager 
three-cylinder engine remains to prove 
you don’t need huge horsepower to 
have fun. 

Yes, the more powerful version of 
the engine, with 74 horses feels a bit 
quicker and the car adds alloy wheels 
for the extra £1,450 asked, but the 
slightly slower up! has charms aplenty 

Stepping aboard reveals a car that’s 
whispers simple quality from every 
well painted surface and every smooth¬ 
ly damped click of the controls. 

Under way the engine sounds will¬ 
ing rather than loud, the gearchange is 
a precise delight and clutch and brake 
pedals nicely weighted and progres¬ 
sive. This is one seriously easy car to 
drive smoothly 

Even the ride impresses, staying 
taut and controlled over bad roads and 
letting the up! lope along at motorway 
speeds. 

A bit mean, though, not to give the 
driver (very likely to be female) a van¬ 
ity mirror on the sunvisor. 

Still, if that’s all that’s wrong with 
the car...

THE Yaris Hybrid will cost from 
£14,995 on the road, Toyota has 
confirmed, placing it among the 
most expensive superminis on 
sale but promising extremely 
low running costs.

Cobblers still in 
relegation fight 


AIDY BOOTHROYD was left 
to rue a third straight defeat 
for his Cobblers side in what 
the manager described as a 
"strange game". 

Town were beaten 3-1 at promo¬ 
tion-chasing Crawley Town on Tues¬ 
day evening, with Brett Williams’ 
third goal for the club failing to 
secure anything from a late-game 
fightback. 

It is a result that means North¬ 
ampton remain eight points clear of 
the npower League Two bottom two, 
with one of those clubs - Hereford 
United - up next for Boothroyd’s 
men. 

A point at Edgar Street this week¬ 
end would ensure Football League 
survival - but only if Macclesfield 
fail to win their game at Bradford 
City 


And Boothroyd names a side for 
that game after a night of mixed 
emotions in Sussex. 

“It was a really strange game and 
I can’t remember a half of football 
like that first one,” he said. 

“If you take the goals out of it 
you’d probably say it was a decent 
half, but we conceded three really 
poor goals, all from defensive errors. 
They could all have been avoided, 
and should have been. We hit the 
crossbar, got a few strange decisions 
and I just told the players to go out 
and win the second half. 

“We knew if we got one they 
would start to twitch a little bit be¬ 
cause of the position they are in 
the league and we hit the woodwork 
twice after that. It was a bit like the 
Bradford game where we had the op¬ 
portunities but we conceded three 
daft goals.” 


Neal Kitson endured a tough night 
at Crawley, capped by a calamitous 
own goal that gave the home side an 
unassailable 3-0 lead. 

The American goalkeeper pro¬ 
duced some good saves in the second 
half, though, and Boothroyd refused 
to criticise him for his performance. 

“It was difficult for Neal and it was 
always going to be because this is a 
guy who has come over from New 
York and has been thrown in,” said 
the Town boss. 

“He has acquitted himself very 
well in that time but when you are 
a goalkeeper you are there to be 
shot at. 

“I won’t be pointing any fingers at 
anyone but if he’s going to take the 
pats on the back he’s got to take the 
kicks up the backside as well.” 

Cobblers lost 3-1 to Bradford City 
at Sixfields on Saturday.

Soane's 
Exeter 
pledge 
to fans 

POPULAR prop Soane Tonga’uiha 
has reassured fans that Saints will 
put things right against Exeter on 
Sunday. 

Saints endured a fifth succes¬ 
sive east midlands derby defeat to 
Leicester on Saturday with the Ti¬ 
gers walking away with a bonus- 
point win at Franklin’s Gardens. 

Tonga’uiha admitted that de¬ 
feat still hurts, but believes Saints 
can lift themselves in the ‘winner- 
takes-all’ clash at Sandy Park. 

Exeter know a victory would se¬ 
cure them a first ever Premiership 
semi-final, but defeat would see 
Saints leap back into fourth with 
a home game against Worcester 
to come. 

Tonga’uiha is desperate to help 
the club to a first Premiership 
final and is aiming to make sure 
their season is not over on Sun¬ 
day. 

“There has been a lot of hurt in 
the squad over the last 48 hours,” 
said Tonga’uiha. “But when we 
came back to training this week, 
we have to look to put things right 
against Exeter. 

“Luckily our season is still in 
our hands and hopefully we will 
get it right this week. 

“Regardless of the result, we 
just need to go down to Exeter 
and beat them. Then we will be 
back in fourth and then we have 
Worcester at home. If we win the 
next two games we will finish 
fourth, everything is still possible 
for us.” 

Saints went into the east mid¬ 
lands derby with the best defence 
in the Premiership, but Leicester 
had no problem in collecting their 
fifth bonus-point win in a row. 

Leicester’s attack is certain¬ 
ly earning its plaudits, while 
Tonga’uiha was at a loss to ex¬ 
plain the sudden collapse of 
Saints’ defence. 

“I don’t know what happened 
really, I can’t really say what was 
wrong,” said Tonga’uiha. “Leices¬ 
ter are a good side. When you give 
them the lead in the middle part 
of the game, it was always going 
to be hard to get back into it. 

“The scoreline shows the story, 
there are a lot of disappointed 
boys in the team, we are lost for 
words.” 

Even the scrum went awry for 
Saints against Leicester. Tongaui- 
ha said: “We did start well and 
then two quick tries and the game 
changed from there. We were 
chasing it instead of controlling 
it from the start.” 
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
